outside plant portion, an inside plant portion, and an equipment cable port, said 
at least one remote equipment connecting to said outside plant portion and said 
at least one central office equipment connecting to said outside plant portion 
through said equipment cable port, and said outside plant portion being 
proximately located to said inside plant portion; 
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said inside plant portion of said fiber center distributing frame 
module further comprising a plurality of inside mounting positions wherein each 
one of said plurality of inside mounting positions includes the operating states of 
equipped, unequipped and spare and is in a designated stat e so l ectod from a 
group of one of the operating states including: equipped, unequipped and spare; 
and 

wherein said connector from said outside plant portion to said 
inside plant portion is made to any one of said plurality of inside mounting 
positions which is in said equipped operating state.
